THE BEST VET. 


An Immence Audience Addressed by 
II<» ii. Knute Nelson anti Jiitlyre 
I>. B. Searle. 


This is a Republican Year. 
Brainerd witnessed the largest po­ 
litical demonstration in her ex istence 
on Friday evening of last week, the 
occasion being the presence in her 
borders of the nex t governor of Min­ 
nesota, Hon. Knute Nelson, and D. 
B. Searle who will represent the 
Six th district 
in 
congress. 
The 
marching clubs were on hand at 7:30 
and out of the 470 torches which have 
been procured by the league club all 
but four were in line, besides lifty 
flambeaux . 
The procession formed 
on Main street and as they moved up 
Six th to Laurel roman candles and 
other fir works were displayed, the 
effect being one long to be remem­ 
bered. 
The opera house Mas crowded to its 
utmost capacity, the gallery being 
filled and all the standing room taken 
while many were unable to gain ad­ 
mittance. 
It was 9 o'clock when Mr. 
Nelson was introduced to the audi­ 
ence by A. J . Halsted, chairman of 
the county committee, and he held 
the audience for an hour with his 
forcible logic. In his speech he stated 
that tho democrats did not claim the 
republicans had mis ruled the govern­ 
ment or had governed corruptly but 
that it was time a change was made, 
they had been in ¡>ower long enough. 
Among the evils in tho state which 
had been repaired by tho republican 
party was the abolishing of the un­ 
fair charges between what is known 
as the long and short hauls which 
prevents the pooling of issues of com­ 
peting roads, and the refusal of 
companies to provide cars for the 
transportation of farm produce with­ 
out its going to the elevator. All 
this was done in 1887-87-89, and Min­ 
nesota had the best railroad service 
of any state in the union. 
“ At tho present time the democrats 
were hammering and beating gongR 
about the wheat ring, but when in 
power two years ago they refused to 
enact proper and suitable legislation 
on this matter. There was said to be 
an Alliance and Democratic fusion at 
that time, but it only ex tended to a 
few petty clerks and spittoon cleaners. 
The attitude of the Globe in regard 
to the wheat ring suggested about 
the same idea as did Donnelly, who 
said ‘make me governor; take essence 
of Donnelly.’ ” The remedy for this sort 
of work of two years ago is to elect hon­ 
est republicans to the legislature, the 
same as you have nominated, to make 
the proper legislation; and if elected 
governor I will sign the bills remedy­ 
ing the present evils, and by the 
grace of God, help you to enforce the 
law. 
The Washburn option bill was re­ 
ferred to, and tho hope ex pressed that 
the nex t congress would pass it. 
Wolcott, of Dakota, was stigmatized 
as a tool of the wheat gamblers, who 
tried to make the farmers look upon 
Washburn as their enemy. 
The 
questions of national interest were re­ 
ferred to, and tho conditions under 
the rules of tariff for revenue only 
compared with those of the present 
day. 
The democrats of to-day wish 
to tear down all barriers and flood 
the country with the shin plaster cur­ 
rency of six ty years ago. 
Deferring to the tariff question, ho 
said the republican party of to-day 
stood where the democratic party did 
in 1832, but that the latter had gone 
off on the line of tho nulliiiersof South 
Carolina. 
He maintained his stand 
by reading a portion of the demo­ 
cratic platform of that period, which 
advocated the protection which the 
party now declares unconstitutional. 
Tho value and beauty of protection 
was shown by the fact that twenty- 
six tin plate factories had been es­ 
tablished since passage of the McKin­ 
ley bill, and 20,000,000 pounds of plate 
manufactured, also by the faot that 
a few years ago steel rails cost from 
$100 to 8130 a ton in England and 
could now be purchased here for $30. 
Hon. I). B. Searle followed in a 
short address, as the hour was late, 
after which the meeting adjourned.

Sweden's return to protection form s 
another interesting chapter of recent 
tariff leg islation. 
The final battle for 
the overthrow of free trade was short, 
but decisive. 
It was foug ht w ith spirit 
on both sides, and was full of dram atio 
incident*. 
The union of Sweden and N orway 
doe« not interfere w ith the independence 
of either country in the adm inistration 
of its revenue« , w hether derived from 
custom« duties or other sources. 
Their 
com mercial 
treaties 
w ith 
other 
natious have been concluded jointly for 
both countries, and conseq uently their 
com mercial 
ixdici*« 
have 
been 
identical, 
notw ithstanding 
the g reat 
diasim ilaritv in their resources and in­ 
dustrial make-up 
N aturally this has 
g iven rise to som* friction. 
As the 
union has been a clog upon the demo­ 
cratic m ovem ent in Norway, so it has 
been a cau*e of retardiug Sweden’s re­ 
turn to protection 
But each country 
has been influenced by public opinion in 
the other. 
Norway has taug ht Swedeu 
some plain and instructiv e lessons m 
dem ocracy, aud in return Swedeu has 
taug ht Norway protection. 
The conclusion of 
the oommercial 
treaty between France aud the United 
Scandinavian King doms in the early 
sixties m r'ied the adoption of free trade 
in 
Sweden as 
well as 
in Norway. 
It was followed by sim ilar treaties w ith 
other oounlries. 
The tariff laws of 
Sweden were recast so as to make them 
conform to the new policy. 
It is not 
necessary, for the purpose in hand, to 
trace in detail the industrial develop­ 
m ent of Sweden under free trade. 
Suf­ 
fice it to say that in some departm ents 
of productive activ ity the first effects 
were, 
apparently, beneficial. 
But, as 
tim e wore on, it became more and more 
evident th at the brig ht hopes of the ad­ 
vocates of free trade were doomed to 
disappointm ent. 
M utteiing s of discon­ 
tent were heard and g rew louder from 
day to day, until they swelled into tho 
perem ptory dem and of a m ajority of 
the people for a r&dical reform of the 
tariff. 
The protection sentim ent was never so 
com pletely crushed in hwed« n as was 
the case in Norway. 
The upjier house 
of the diet, composed mainly of repre­ 
sentativ es of the iarg or land holders, 
rem ained true to protection at heart, and 
some of the strong est n :w spaptrs of tue j 
country never 
surrendered 
to 
free 
trade. 
T hise 
form ed 
the 
rallying 
points of the protection sentim ent w hen 
it beg an to m ake itself felt more g ener­ 
ally U4 a fa c o r in the practical politics 
of the coun v. B ut the tariff reform ers * 
had g reat obetacles to overcome. 
The 
low’er house of the diet was controlled 
by a coalitio* of small land holders and 
\ 
the democracy in 
the cities, which 1 
was 
im placably 
hostile 
to 
th? 
aristocratic 
party 
holding sway 
in 
the 
upper 
house. 
Before 
any­ 
thing 
could 
be 
accomplished 
in 
the line of tariff revision, the alliance 
between the working men and the sm; 11 
farm ers m ust be severed, and the latter 
m ust join hands w ith the larg e land 
owners. 
Friends m ust become enemies, 
and enemies become friends. 
In other 
words, a com plete readjustm ent of party 
line« m ust taxe place before a successful 
&**ault could be mad« upon the free 
tiaders, who were firm ly intrenched in 
all departm ents of the g overnm ent. 
D unng the parliam entary session of 
lb£ 5 the first assault was made. 
The 
farm ers of the country, sm all and larg e, 
dem anded protection as the only means 
of salvation from im pending ruin. 
A 
bill for the increase of im port duties on 
cereals aud pork was introduced in the 
diet, but rejected in the lower house. 
N ext session the same bill shared the 
same fate. 
B ut during the session of 
1887 it passed the lower house by a vote 
of 111 to 101. The g overnm ent prom ptly 
dissolved the cham ber, and w rits for a 
special election were issued. 
It resulted 
in a larg e m ajority for free trade. 
B ut, 
in the g eneral election, w hich occurred 
a few weeks later, the protection party 
obtained 
a 
strong 
m ajority 
in 
the 
upper 
house, 
whila 
the 
free 
traders lost 
so m any 
seats in the 
lower cham ber that the protectionists 
were sure of a m ajority of 10 on a joint 
ballot of the diet. 
The final decision of 
an election contest involving all of the 
22 representativ es for the city of Stock­ 
holm g ave them a narrow m ajority in 
the second cham ber also. 
This sig nified 
the death of the old farm ers party. 
Henceforth a new ag rarian party w ith 
protection emblazoned on ita banner 
took the helm of state. 
Upon the assembling of the new diet 
the Them ptander free 
trade cabinet 
resig ned. A compromise m inistry nnder 
the presidency of Baron 
Bildt 
was 
form ed and a protective tariff bill was 
forthw ith passed by a vote of 117 to W 


in the lower house, and of 78 to 4® in 
the upper chamber. 
This law imposed 
increased duties on g rain, flour, por,* 
spirits, raw iron and ships. 
The iron 
schedule shows plainly how completely 
the hands of Sweden were tied by her 
com mercial treaties. 
She was not at 
liberty to protect her m anufacturers of 
m achinery and iron ware, because these 
articles were 
em braced 
in 
existing 
treaties. 
All she could do was to in­ 
crease the duty on the 
raw m ate­ 
ria l-r a w 
iron—in 
whioh 
there 
w tf no foreig n 
com petiiion. 
Mod­ 
ern 
tariff 
leg islation does not 
pre- 
lent a more striking illustration of the 
true character of a free trade or [re venue 
tariff. 
It is here shown th a t the plaiu 
m eaning of such a tariff is discrim ina­ 
tion ag ainst home labor for the benefit 
of foreig n labor. 
The protection sentim ent am ong the 
people continued to g row steadily. 
In 
1889 the cabinet was reorg anized w ith a 
view to bring ing the executive branch of 
the g oTernms’nt into thoroug h harm ony 
w ith the diet in support of a consistent 
protective tariff policy. 
It also becamo 
evident th a t the opinion of the country 
was opposed to a renewal of the existing 
com mercial treaties, w hich would ex­ 
pire in 1892. 
The people w anted to ob­ 
tain full liberty for Sweden to protect 
h 'r home labor. Such freedom of action 
she did not f o&sess as long as the old 
treaties rem ained in force. 
They were 
not renewed w ithout underg oing very 
m aterial modifications. 
The new com­ 
m ercial treaties of Sweden are adjusted 
to a protectiv e tariff policy. 
In other 
trcrdi, thev were fram ed, more or less

seems to feel well; labor is plenty and 
money freer in circulation; but the pur- 1 
chafing pow r of money is g reater in the j 
United States than in Sweden; tnat is 
in comparison w ith wag es.

The opera house was crowded to its 
utmost capacity, tho gallery being 
filled and ail the standing room taken 
while many were unable to gain ad­ 
mittance. 
It was 9 o'clock when Mr. 
Nelson was introduced to the audi­ 
ence by A. J. Hoisted, chairman of 
the county committee, and he held 
the audience for an hour with his 
forcible logic. In his speech he stated 
that tho democrats did not claim the 
republicans had mis ruled the govern­ 
ment or had governed corruptly but 
that it was time a change was made, 
they had been in j>cwor long enough. 
Among the evils in tho state which 
had been repaired by tho republican 
party was the abolishing of tho un­ 
fair charges between what is known 
as the long and short hauls which 
prevents the pooling of issues of com­ 
peting roads, and the refusal of 
companies to provide cars for the 
transportation of farm produce with­ 
out its going to the elevator. All 
this was done in 1885-87-89, and Min­ 
nesota had the best railroad service 
of any state in the union. 
“At tho present time the democrats 
were hammering and beating gongs 
about the wheat ring, but when in 
power two years ago they refused to 
enact proper and suitable legislation 
on this matter. There was said to be 
an Alliance and Democratic fusion at 
that time, but it only extended to a 
few petty clerks and spittoon cleaners. 
Tho attitude of the Globe in regard 
to the wheat ring suggested about 
the same idea as did Donnelly, who 
said ‘make me governor; take essence 
of Donnelly.’ ” The remedy for this sort 
of work of two years ago is to elect hon­ 
est republicans to the legislature, the 
same as you have nominated, to make 
the projjer legislation; and if elected 
governor I will sign the bills remedy­ 
ing the present evils, and by the 
grace of God, help you to enforce the 
law. 
The Washburn option bill was re­ 
ferred to, and the hope expressed that 
the next congress would pass ii. 
Wolcott, of Dakota, was stigmatized 
as a tool of the wheat gamblers, who 
tried to make the farmers look upon 
Washburn as their enemy. 
The 
questions of national interest were re­ 
ferred to. and the conditions under 
the rules of tariff for revenue only 
compared with those of the present 
day. 
The democrats of to-day wish 
to tear down all barriers and flood 
the country with the shin plaster cur­ 
rency of sixty years ago. 
Referring to the tariff question, he 
said the republican party of to day 
stood where the democratic party did 
in 1832, but that the latter had gone 
off on the line of tho nullifiers of South 
Carolina. 
Ho maintained his stand 
by reading a portion of the demo­ 
cratic platform of that period, which 
advocated the protection which the 
party now declares unconstitutional. 
The value and beauty of protection 
was shown by the fact that twenty- 
six tin plate factories had been es­ 
tablished since passage of the McKin­ 
ley bill, and 20,000,000 pounds of plato 
manufactured, also by the faot that 
a few years ago steel rails cost from 
8100 to 8130 a ton in England and 
could now be p u r c h a s e d here for SSO. 
Hon. D. B. Searle followed in a 
short address, as the hour was late, 
after which the meeting adjourned. 


V o t e r s should see that their names 
are on the poll list. 
Unles# this is 
done it will be found difficult to vote, 
impossible unless a majority of the 
judges can be convinced that the ap­ 
plicant to vote is 
a duly qualified 
elector of the precinct. 


Tri democratic legislative ticket in 
this district is badly demoralized and 
will be defeated if indications are 
not deceiving.

Sweden*# return to protection form# 
another interesting chapter of recent 
tariff legislation. The final battle for 
the overthrow of free trade was short, 
bvt decisive. 
It was fought with spirit 
os both sides, and was full of dramatic 
Incident#. 
The union of Sweden and Norway 
does not interfere with tbe independence 
of either country Id the administration 
of its reveuutw, whether derived from 
customs duties or other sources. 
Their 
commercial 
treaties 
with 
other 
nations have been concluded jointly for 
both countries, and consequently their 
commercial 
poiicieq 
have 
been 
identical, notwithstanding the great 
dissimilarity in their resources and in­ 
dustrial make-up. 
Naturally this has 
given rise to 8otn« friction. 
As the 
UDion has been a clog upon the demo­ 
cratic movement in Norway, so it has 
been a cause of retarding Sweden’s re­ 
turn to protection. 
But each country 
bas been influenced by public opinion in 
the other. 
Norway has taught Sweden 
some plain and instruct ire lessons in 
democracy, aud in return Sweden has 
taught Norway protection. 
The conclusion of the commercial 
treaty between France aud the United 
Scandinavian Kingdoms in the early 
•ixtles rn rked the adoption of free trade 
in 
Sweden as 
well as in Norway. 
It was followed by similar treaties with 
other oounlriee. 
The tariff laws of 
Sweden were recast so aa to make them 
conform to the new policy, 
it is not 
necessary, for the purpose in hand, to 
trace in detail the industrial develop­ 
ment of Sweden under free trade. 
Suf­ 
fice it to say that in some departments 
of productive activity the first effects 
were, apparently, beneficial. 
But, as 
time wore on, it became more aud more 
evident that tbe bright hopes of th# ad­ 
vocates of free trade were doomed to 
disappointment. 
Matte: ings of discon­ 
tent were heard and grew louder from 
day to day, until they swelled into tho 
peremptory demand of a majority of 
the people for a radical reform of the 
tariff. 
Tbe protection sentiment was never so 
completely crushed in 8wed« n as was 
the case in Norway. 
The upjssr house 
of the diet, componed mainly of repre­ 
sentatives of the larger land holders, 
remained true to protection at heart, and 
Borne of the strongest newspup* rn of the 
country never 
surrendered 
to 
free 
trade. 
Thtse 
formed 
the 
rallying 
points of the protection sentiment when 
it began to make itself felt more gener­ 
ally as a fat‘or in the practical politics 
of tbs coun v. But tne tariff reformers 
had great obstacles to overcome. 
The 
lower house of the diet was controlled 
by a coalitio1 of small land holders and 
the democracy in the cities, which 
was 
implacably hostile 
to 
tho 
aristocratic 
party holding sway 
in 
the 
upper 
house. 
Before 
any­ 
thing 
could 
be accomplished 
in 
the line of tariff revision, the alliance 
between the workingmen and the am. ll 
farmers must be severed, and the latter 
must join hands with the large land 
owners. 
Friends must become cnemic#, 
and enemies become friends. 
In other 
words, a complete readjustment of party 
lines must tase place before a successful 
aasault could be made upon the free 
tinder*, who were firmly intrenched in 
all departments of the government. 
During the parliamentary session of 
lt&5 the first assault was made. 
The 
farmers of the country, small and large, 
demanded protection as the only means 
of salvation from impending ruin. 
A 
bill for the increase of import duties on 
cereals and pork was introduced in tho 
diet, but rejected in the lower house. 
Next session the same bill shared the 
same fate. 
But during the session of 
1887 it passed the lower house by a vote 
of 111 to 101. The government promptly 
dissolved the chamber, and write for a 
•pedal election were issued. 
It resulted 
in a large majority for free trade. 
But, 
in the general election, which occurred 
a few weeks later, the protection party 
obtained 
a 
strong 
majority 
in 
the 
upper house, 
while 
the 
free 
traders lost 
so many 
seats in the 
lower chamber that the protectionists 
were sure of a majority of IO on a joint 
ballot of tbe diet. 
The final decision of 
an election contest involving all of tbe 
22 representatives for the city of Stock­ 
holm gave them a narrow majority in 
th# second chamber also. 
This signified 
the death of the old farmers party. 
Henceforth a new agrarian party with 
protection emblazoned on its banner 
took tbe helm of state. 
Upon the assembling of the new diet 
the Themptander free trade cabinet 
resigned. A compromise ministry under 
the presidency of Baron Bildt 
was 
formed and a protective tariff bill was 
forthwith passed by a vote of 117 to tfi 


la the lower house, and of 78 to t i in 
the upper chamber. 
This law imposed 
increased duties on grain, flour, per* 
spirits, raw iron and ships. 
The iron 
schedule shows plainly how completely 
the hands of Sweden wert tied by her 
commercial treaties. 
She wa# not at 
liberty to protect her manufacturers of 
machinery and iron ware, because these 
articles were 
embraced in 
existing 
treaties. 
All she could do was to in­ 
crease the duty on the 
raw mate- 
vial—raw 
iron—in 
which 
there 
wa# no foreign 
competiiion. 
Mod­ 
ern tariff 
legislation does not 
pre­ 
sent a more striking illustration of the 
true character of a free trade or’revenue 
tariff. 
It is here shown that the plain 
meaning of such a tariff is discrimina­ 
tion against home labor for the benefit 
of foreign labor. 
The protection sentiment among the 
people continued to grow steadily. 
In 
1889 the cabinet was reorganized with a 
view to bringing the executive branch of 
the government into thorough harmony 
with the diet in support of a consistent 
protective tariff policy. 
It also became 
evident that the opinion of the country 
was opposed to a renewal of the existing 
commercial treaties, which would ex­ 
pire in 1892. 
The people wanted to ob­ 
tain full liberty for Sweden to protect 
h:r home labor. Such freedom of action 
she did not possess as long as the old 
treaties remained in force. 
They were 
not renewed without undergoing very 
material modifications. 
The new com­ 
mercial treaties of Sweden ar# adjusted 
to a protective tariff policy. 
In other 
vrcrdi. they were framed, more or lees

cloudy upon the pattern of recipiocity. 
The commercial intercourse between 
Sweden and Norway was regulated by a 
reciprocal act or treaty of 1874, which 
established, practically, free trade be­ 
tween the two countries. 
Atter the 
adoption of a protective tariff rn Swea. n 
the law of 1374 exposed the western 
boundary of the cc antry to industrial 
invasion, as long as a revenue tariff re­ 
mained in force in Norway. 
Necessity 
and consistency decreed that the law 
must go, aud it had to go. 
As might be expected, some inconven­ 
iences and hardships were incidental to 
Swtdeu’s 
change 
of 
tariff 
policy. 
As an increase of duties on grain aud 
kindred necessaries of life was the first 
step that was taken, and that, under the 
circumstances could be taken in the 
line 
of 
protection, the 
cost 
of 
living was 
necessarily increased 
to 
the poorer clat-oes. 
The workingmen 
were compelled to shoulder the greater 
part of the burden of the 
new tariff 
without receiving any corresponding 
benefits. 
Tfiis was a source of discon­ 
tent and opposition to the new order of 
things. 
However, upon the expiration 
of the existing commercial treaties in 
the 
beginning of 
t..e present year, 
Sweden regained her fiscal and economic 
lineny, ana the diet lost no time in com­ 
pleting the wots of reforming the tariff. 
The Guiles on giu u aud other iarui 
products we>© re iuced, as the iarmeis, 
having rectip-;r, ’od, were no longer in 
need ol 
toe 
amount oi 
protection 
granted them by toe tariff law of 1»87. 
Un the other uaiid a general increase of 
the so-called ''industrial duties” took 
place for the benefit of capital and labor 
employed in home lactones. 
Thus the 
rounding out of the new system of pro­ 
tection was complete, at jeast in lls out­ 
lines. 
It has taken a campaign of some six 
or seven years to reverse tho national 
policy of 8 weden. 
Protection is now 
firmly 
est«cl;^hed 
and 
sate 
frotu 
attack, 
for 
tue 
next 
five 
years. 


The effects of the new policy have been 
satisfactory thus far. and the industrial 
classe* look to me future with a feeling 
of encourage nient and hope. 
The Rev. O. A. btenberg, pastor of 
the Swedish Lutheran ciiuien at Causon 
Falls, Aim:!., recently vialled his old 
homo in Sweden, end shortly after his 
return to AI. inesofa he dei.vered a lec­ 
ture to his jmriahiouers at Cannoli Fulls 
in which he gave his impressions of the 
old country. 
As regards the industrial 
condilions ox .Sweden he expressed him­ 
self substantially as follows; 
"As for the financial and economical 
side of Sweden it is now far better than 
wnen I lived there from twelve to 
twenty years ago. In those days we had 
flee trade and everything tbe farmer 
had to sell was cheap and labor was 
cheap. 
But now nuder the laws of a 
protective tariff the farmers get abot t 
three or four times as much for their 
produce that they have to sell, and eau 
well afford to pay higher wages for 
labor that they have to hire. 
Free 
trade is like opening a man’s veins and 
letting his blood out. 
Wages a: present are for a man 
servant fro’ 175 to 200 crowns per year, 
but during 
j free trade period it wa* 
only from F to IOO crowns per year. As 
I before said, everybody at 
present 
seems to feel well; labor is plenty and 
money freer in circulation; but the pur- 
charing pow -r of money ia greater in the 
United States than in Sweden; tfiat is 
in comparison with wages. 
Sugar and 
coffee there are higher priced than here. 
The conveniences of farmers in this 
country are far superior to those of the 
old country. 
There the 
farmers are 
sticking to the old method of farming. 
Farm machinery is very high price. 
I saw a few mowers there in use which 
had cost them from SOO to 30b crowns 
each 
Of self-binders I did not see any. 
but was told that one was in use in the 
southern pan of Sweden, and which 
cost I,boo crowns.”

BROUGHT OVER BY CQLUMBUS 


A Rare Old Beil N ow O w ned by a 
N ew J er se y C olored Church. 
The congregation of the 
African 
Methodist episcopal church at Haley - 
ville, N. J ., has a rare relic in the 
shape of a large bell, which is said by 
those who have traced its history to 
be the oldest bell in the western hem­ 
isphere. Tho bell was procured by 
Captain Elias Newel on one of the Ba­ 
hama islands and presented by him 
to the church. J t is one of the bells, 
as stated, which Ferdinand and Isa­ 
bella placed upon the ^.lhambra in 
1492, and in 1502 was presented by 
Queen Isabella to Christ opher Colum­ 
bus upon his departure on his fourth 
and last voy age to America. It was 
placed in the chapel which was the be­ 
ginning of tbe great cathedral of Car- 
thagena ip New Granada. In 1697 , 
upon the siege of Carthagena, it fell to 
the ihare of the French ship La Roch­ 
elle. Aftenrard this ship was wrecked 
upon the island of San Andreas, one 
of the Bahamas. A few of the crew 
were saved, together with tfie bell. 
From the descendants of the survi­ 
vors the bell and its history were ob­ 
tained by Captain Newell, of the bark 
Ezra If. Fisk of Haley ville. There is 
a debt of $190 resting upon the 
church at Haley ville, and so highly do 
the people value the relic—the Colum­ 
bus bell—that they will not place it 
in the church lest the latter may be 
sold for debt and they 1q»P the bell, 
but it is securely kept at the residence 
of Trustee Alfred Green. It will be 
400 y ears old nex t y ear, and, the 
Brookly n Eagle say s, it is proposed 
that it shall be ex hibited at the Col® 
umbian ex position.

BARTERING BEAUTY POR TURK* 
ISH GOLD. 


W ealthy R esidents of C onstantino­ 
ple Are Supplied With Hand­ 
som e Girls by an O rgan­ 
ized Com pany of 
Kidnapers. 


D evilish D oings. 
Vienna, Oct. ll).—Much has boon said 
and written regarding the Kale of girls 
to the harems of the Faut, hut it has 
not been generally believed that any such 
customs obtained in Europe. Consider­ 
able of a sensation has been caused by 
the discovery that there ha* existed for 
a long time in A ustrian Galicia a regu­ 
larly organized gang of kidnapers who 
have made it their business to supply 
the demand for fivsh human flesh for 
the harems of wealthy Turks in Con­ 
stant biopic. 
This gang, composed of 
men and women, were making large 
sums of money through their traffic in 
young girls. They would visit the vari­ 
ous towns in Guliciu and make the mc- 
quaintai ces of the prettiest and most 
shapely young girls. Then they would 
hold out to them in glowing colors the 
money and fine clothes to Is* had, the 
lives of leisure to lie led, if they would go 
to Constantinople, where rich men were 
awaiting to marry them. How many of 
the girls fell into the trap will probably 
nevi r U* known, hut it is certain that 
the number is large, for since* the work­ 
ings of the gang have become known 
sixty of tin* victims have been released 
from various harems in Constantinople 
through the efforts of the Austrian em­ 
bassy there. In some eases where the 
girls wi re particularly attractive and re­ 
fusal to listen to the proposals made to 
them. the gang iii.) not hesitate to forc­ 
ibly abduct them. ’Then they would la* 
drugged, and when they gained the full 
possession of th 
senses they found 
themselves immur. 
within harem walla, 
doomed to a fate worst than 
death. 
I heir language was not understood aud 
their appeals for release fell on deaf 
ears. Some of the stories told by the 
released girls regarding their treatm ent 
by tin ir m asters are horrible. As siam 
as the facts became known to the au­ 
thorities they began to search for the 
nieuds rs of the gang and Uefore long 
they had twenty-seven persons in cus­ 
tody.

BROUGHT OVER BY COLUM BUS 


A Rare Old Bell N ow O w ned by a 
N ew J er se y C olored C hurch. 
The congregation of the 
African 
Methodist episcopal church at H aley­ 
ville, N. J., has a rare relic in the 
shape of a large bell, which is said by 
those who have traced its history to 
be the oldest bell in the western hem­ 
isphere. The bell was procured by 
Captain Elias Newel on one of the Ba­ 
hama islands and presented by him 
to the church. It is one of the bells, 
as stated, which Ferdinand and Isa­ 
bella placed upon the Alhambra in 
1492, and in 1502 was presented by 
Queen Isabella to Christopher Colum­ 
bus upon his departure on his fourth 
and last voyage to America. It was 
placed in the chapel which was the be­ 
ginning of the great cathedral of Car- 
th&gena in New Granada. In 7697, 
upon the siege of Carth&gena, it fell to 
the share of the French ship La Roch­ 
elle. Afterward this ship was wrecked 
upon the island of San Andreas, one 
of the Bahamas. A few pf tho crew 
were saved, together with the bell. 
From the descendants of the survi­ 
vors the bell and its history were ob­ 
tained by Captain Newell, of the bark 
Ezra 1$. Fisk of Haleyville. There is 
a debt of $190 resting upon the 
church at Haleyville, and so highly do 
the people valne the relic—the Colum­ 
bus bell—that they will rtofc plffce it 
in the church lest the latter may be 
sold for debt and they lose the bell, 
but it is securely kept at the residence 
of Trustee Alfred Green. It will be 
400 years old next year, and, the 
Brooklyn Eagle says, it is proposed 
that i t ’shall be exhibited at the Col­ 
umbian exposition.

One of these, 
known familiarly as Comrade Chase, 
who served in a Maine battery dur­ 
ing the war, carries the scars of forty- 
eight wounds received in a single bat­ 
tle, that of Gettysburg. 
His numer­ 
ous wounds resulted from the explo­ 
sion of a spherical case immediately 
in front of him at that memorable 
battle. 
Corporal 
John Burns, 
of 
Ohio, receives a pension for a peculiar 
wound which is described in the pen­ 
sion bureau as “shot in the hip with a 
barrel of sugar.” 
Burns, says the 
Washington Post, was on guard duty 
at a sharp railroad curve in Virginia 
during the hitter part ot the xvar, and 
xvas struck in the hip and disabled by 
a barrel of sugar which was thrown 
suddenly from the rickety car by the 
momentum at the turn in the road. 
Another veteran who is present is re­ 
corded in the bureau as having stora 
ped a cannon ball with his abdomen. 
He was sitting in a tent near head­ 
quarters when a spent cannon ball 
came bounding along and struck him 
in the stom ach with sufficient force to 
knock him hors de combat, but not 
to kill him. 
Still another queer case is that of a 
Pennsylvania veteran, 
lie was ren­ 
dered totally deaf by a cannon ball 
which whizzed by his head in uncom­ 
fortably close proximity at the battle 
of Malvern Hill. 
In describing the 
sensation afterward he said it felt for 
an instant as if fif;y cyclones had burst 
loose about his head. The concussion 
also paralyzed him for several min­ 
utes. There is another pensioner xvho 
receives a monthly allowance from 
Uncle Sam ’s till for a “horse biteof the 
neck.” 
He was a cavalryman, and 
claims to have been bitten by a vici­ 
ous animal while serving with Sheridan 
in Irs valley ride. The bite resulted 
in* partial paralysis of the spine.

Avarice 
seems to be the ruling passion of the 
man and his entire career is an exempli­ 
fication of the dang ers into which the 
inordinate passion for the accumula­ 
tion of money will lead a man. 
The early years of his life were spent 
in the state of Michig an, where lie had 
several business ventures, keeping a 
hotel, running a hardware store, and 
ag ricultural implement depot, etc., in 
all of which he appears to have “fail­ 
ed.” 
WOLCOTT A N D FRANK HOWARD. 
One notable incident in bis career is 
told by Frank 
Howard, formerly 
manag er of the Ann Arbor Ag ricultur­ 
al Works. W olcott was residing and 
doing business, after hi3 particular 
fashion, a t Jackson, Michig an, and 
having a larg e q uantity of money 
in his posession, thoug ht it a g ood 
time to fail in business and turn over 
what tra*h he had no further 
use 
for to his creditors. The concern 
closed its doors. 
Howard 
soon 
heard 
of 
the 
failure 
and proceeded 
to 
Jack­ 
son 
to 
learn 
what 
he could 
save 
out 
of 
the 
wreck. 
The 
claim held by the Ann ArI# or Ag ricul­ 
tural works was between four and five 
thousand dollars. 
W olcott was a t 
the hotel but sent word from his 
room th a t be was sick and could not 
be seen. 
Howard went up to his 
room and knocked at his door. There 
was no answer. Then Howard called 
out, “ Wolcott, you may as well save 
expense by opening this door. 
If 
you don’t I will kick it off the hing es!” 
The door was opened ami there stood 
Mr. W olcott, smiling and smoking a 
g ood cig ar. 
“ I want our account settled in full!” 
said Howard. 
“ Y’ou will have to wait, Mr. How­ 
ard, and take your chance with the 
rest of our creditors,” said W olcott. 
Howard stepped inside, doses] the 
door and locked it, putting the key in 
his pocket. He then notitied his cus­ 
tom er th at he would never leave the 
room till he had liis money’. W olcott 
pleaded with him and assured him 
th a t lie did not have a dollar. 
Howard was firm. He told him 
th at he would about as soon be sent 
to jail for assault as to lose th at 
am ount of money. He was alone with 
him, andit w ashisdeliberateintention 
to break every bone in his body—one 
at a tim e—unless his money was forth 
coming . W olcott opened his trunk 
and paid the claim in full in money, 
and Howard went on his way rejoic­ 
ing . 
Home of W olcott's Jackson credi­ 
tors who did not fare as well as Frank 
Howard will read here for the first 
time how the Ann Arbor man collect­ 
ed his daim ag ainst the bankruptout-

W olcott h ad no regular m eth o d of 
fleecing the custom ers of his hanking 
institu tio n .

him provided only th a t they were of 
a c h a rac ter to transfer th e h a r d ­ 
earned do lla rs of th e pioneer settlers 
to his capacious pockets. 
One of his 
favorite Sc heme? was to loan a

This is a Kepublican Year. 
Brainerd witnessed the largest po­ 
litical demonstration in her existence 
on Friday evening of last week, the 
occasion being the presence in her 
borders of the next governor of Min­ 
nesota, Hon. Knute Nelson, and D. 
B. Searle who will represent the 
Sixth district 
in 
congress. 
The 
marching clubs were on hand at 7 :30 
aud out of the 450 torches which have 
been procured by the league club all 
but four were in line, besides fifty 
flambeaux. 
The procession formed 
on Main street and as they moved up 
Sixth to Laurel reman candles and 
other fire w ;rks were displayed, the 
effect being one long to be remem­ 
bered. 
The opera house was crowded to its 
utmost capacity, the gallery being 
filled and all the standing room taken 
while many were unable to gain ad­ 
mittance. 
It was 9 o'clock when Mr. 
Nelson was introduced to the audi­ 
ence by A. J. Halsted, chairman of 
the county committee, and he held 
the audience for an hour with his 
forcible logic. In his speech he stated 
that the democrats did not claim the 
republicans had mis-ruled the govern­ 
ment or had governed corruptly but 
that it was time a change was made, 
they had been in power long enough. 
Among the evils in the state which 
had been repaired by the republican 
party was the abolishing of the un­ 
fair charges between what is known 
as the long and short hauls which 
prevents the pooling of issues of com­ 
peting roads, and the 
refusal of 
companies to provide cars for the 
transportation of farm produce with­ 
out its going to the elevator. All 
this was done in 1885-87-89, and Min­ 
nesota had the best railroad service 
of any state in the union. 
“At the present time the democrats 
were hammering and beating gongs 
about the wheat ring, but when in 
power two years ago they refused to 
enact proper and suitable legislation 
on this matter. 
There was said to b© 
an Alliance and Democratic fusion at 
that time, but it only extended to a 
few petty clerks and spittoon cleaners. 
The attitude of the Globe in regard 
to the wheat ring suggested about 
the same idea as did Donnelly, who 
said ‘make me governor; take essence 
of Donnelly.’ ” The remedy for this sort 
of work of two years ago is to elect hon­ 
est republicans to the legislature, the 
same as you have nominated, to make 
the proper legislation; and if elected 
governor I will sign th© bills remedy­ 
ing the present evils, and by the 
grace of God, help you to enforce the 
law. 
The Washburn option bill was re­ 
ferred to, and the hope expressed that 
the next congress would pass it. 
Wolcott, of Dakota, was stigmatized 
as u tool of the wheat gamblers, who 
tried to make the farmers look upon 
Washburn as their enemy. 
The 
questions of national interest were re­ 
ferred to, and the conditions under 
the rules of tariff for revenue only 
compared with those of the present 
day. 
The democrats of to-day wish 
to tear down all barriers and flood 
the country with the shin plaster cur­ 
rency of sixty years ago. 
Referring to the tariff question, ho 
said the republican party of to-day 
stood where the democratic party did 
in 1832, but that the latter had gone 
off on the line of the nullifiersof South 
Carolina. 
He maintained his stand 
by reading a portion of the demo­ 
cratic platform of that period, which 
advocated the protection which the 
party now declares unconstitutional 
The value and beauty of protection 
was shown by the fact that twenty- 
six tin plate factories hnd been es­ 
tablished since passage of the McKin­ 
ley bill, and 20,000,000 pounds of plate 
manufactured, also by th© faot that 
a few yeai*6 ago steel rails cost from 
$100 to $130 a ton in England and 
could now be purchased here for $30. 
Hon. D. B. Searle followed in a 
short address, as the hour was late, 
after which the meeting adjourned.

Bweden’a return to protection forms 
another interesting chapter of recent 
tariff legislation. 
The final battle for 
the overthrow of free trade was short, 
but decisive. 
It was fought with spirit 
on both sides, and was full of dram&tio 
Incidents. 
The union of Sweden and Norway 
does not interfere with the independence 
of either country In the administration 
of its revenues, whether derived from 
customs duties or other sources. 
Their 
commercial 
treaties 
with 
other 
nations hare been concluded jointly for 
both countries, and consequently their 
commercial 
policies 
have 
been 
identical, 
notwithstanding 
the great 
dissimilaritv in their resources and in­ 
dustrial make-up 
Naturally this has 
given rise to sorn* friction. 
As the 
union has been a clog upon the demo­ 
cratic movement in Norway, so it lias 
been a cause of retardiug Sweden’s re­ 
turn to protection. 
But each country 
has been influenced by public opinion in 
the other. 
Norway has taught Sweden 
•ome plain and instructive lessons in 
democracy, and in return Sweden has 
taught Norway protection. 
The conclusion of 
the oommercial 
treaty between Franc* aud the United 
Scandinavian Kingdoms in the early 
Biities m r'ted the adoption of free trade 
in 
Sweden as 
well as in Norway, 
it was followed by similar treaties with 
other oouniriea. 
The tariff laws of 
Sweden were recast so us to make them 
conform to the new policy, 
it is not I 
necessary, for the purpose in hand, to 
trace in detail the industrial develop­ 
ment of Sweden under free trade. 
Suf­ 
fice it to say that in some departments 
of productive activity the first effects 
were, 
apparently, beneficial. 
But, as 
time wore on, it became more and more 
STident that the bright hopes of the ad­ 
vocates of free trade were doomed to 
disappointment. 
Mutteiings of discon­ 
tent were heard and grew louder from 
day to day, until they swelled into the 
peremptory demand of a majority of j 
the people for a radical reform of the 
tariff. 
Tbe protection sentiment was never so i 
completely crushed in Sweden as was i 
the case in Norway. 
The tipper house | 
of the 
sentativ 
remained true to protection at heart, and 
some of the strongest n iw spap-rs of tue 
country never 
surrendered 
to 
free 
trade. 
These 
formed 
the 
rallying 1 
points of the \ irotection sentiment when j 
it began to make itself felt more geuer- i 
ally as a fat*or in the practical politics : 
of ths coun 
v . But the tariff reformers i 
had great obstacles to overcome. 
The i 
lower house of the diet was controlled 
by a coalitio* of small land holders and 
the democracy in 
the cities, which 
was 
implacably 
hostile 
to 
tho 
aristocratic 
purty 
holding sway 
in 
the 
upper 
house. 
Before 
any­ 
thing 
could 
be 
accomplished 
in 
the line of tariff revision, the alliance 
between the workingmen and the sin. 11 
farmers must be severed, and the latter 
must join hands with the large land 
owners. 
Friends must become enemies, 
and enemies become friends, 
in other 
words, a complete readjustment of party 
lines must tane place before a successful 
assault could be made upon the free 
tiaders, who were firmly intrenched in 
all departments of the government. 
During the parliamentary session of 
18^3 the first assault was made. 
The 
farmers of the country, small and large, 
demanded protection as the only means 
of salvation from impending ruin. 
A 
bill for the increase of import duties on 
cereals and pork was introduced in the 
diet, but rejected in the lower house. 
Next session the same bill shared the 
same fate. 
But during the session of 
1887 it passed the lower house by a vote 
of 111 to 101. The government promptly 
dissolved the chamber, and writs for a 
special election were issned. 
It resulted 
in a large majority for free trade. 
But, 
in the general election, which occurred 
a few weeks later, the protection party 
obtained 
a 
strong 
majority 
in 
the 
upper house, 
while 
the 
free 
traders lost 
so many 
seats in the 
lower chamber that the protectionists 
were sure of a majority of 10 on a joint 
ballot of the diet. 
The final decision of 
an election contest involving all of the 
22 representatives for the city of Stock­ 
holm gave them a narrow majority in 
the second ohamber also. 
This signified 
the death of the old farmers party. 
Henceforth a new agrarian party with 
protection emblazoned on its banner 
took the helm of state. 
Upon the assembling of the new diet 
the Themptander free trade cabinet 
resigned. A compromise ministry under 
the presidency of Baron Bildt 
was 
formed and a protective tariff bill was 
forthwith passed by a vote of 117 to W 


in the lower house, and of 78 to 48 in 
the upper chamber. 
This law imposed 
increased duties on grain, flour, por^* 
spirits, raw iron and ships. 
The iron 
schedule shows plainly how completely 
the hands of Sweden wers tied by her 
commercial treaties. 
She was not at 
liberty to protect her manufacturers of 
machinery and iron ware, because these 
articles were 
embraced in 
existing 
treaties. 
All she could do was to in­ 
crease the duty on the 
raw mate­ 
rial—raw 
iron—in 
which 
there 
was no foreign 
competition. 
Mod­ 
ern tariff 
legislation does not 
pre­ 
sent a more striking illustration of the 
true character of a free trade or ^revenue 
tariff. 
It is here shown that the plain 
meaning of such a tariff is discrimina­ 
tion against home labor for the benefit 
of foreign labor, 
The protection sentiment among the 
people continued to grow steadily. 
In 
1889 the cabinet was reorganized with a 
view to brinring the executive branch of 
the government into thorough harmony 
with the diet in Bupport of a consistent 
protective tariff policy, 
it also became 
evident that the opinion of the country 
was opposed to a renewal of the existing 
commercial treaties, which would ex­ 
pire in 1892. 
The people wanted to ob­ 
tain full liberty for Sweden to protect 
h:r home labor. Such freedom of action 
she did not possess as long as the old 
treaties remained in force. 
They were 
not renewed without undergoing very 
material modifications. 
The new com­ 
mercial treaties of Sweden are adjusted 
to a protective tariff policy.

The commercial intercourse between 
Sweden and Norway was regulated by a 
reciprocal act or treaty of 1874, wmch 
established, practically, free trade be­ 
tween the two couutries. 
At ter the 
adoption of a protective tariff in Swed* n 
the law of 1874 exposed tue western 
boundary of the country to industrial 
invasion, as long as a revenue tariff re­ 
mained in force in Norway. 
Necessity 
and consistency decreed that the law 
must go, and it had to go. 
As might he expected, some inconven­ 
iences aud hardships were incidental to 
bw tdeu’a 
change 
of 
tariff 
policy. 
As an increase of duties on grain aud 
kindred necessaries of life was the first 
step that was taken, and that, under the 
circumstances could be taken in the

were compelled to shoulder the greater 
part of the burden of the new tariff 
without receiving any corresponding 
benefits.

O. A. bteuherg, pastor of 
the Swedish Lutheran cuurcn at Canaou 
Falls, 31.n n , recently visited his old 
homo in Sworleu, end shortly after his 
return to .d. inesota he del.vertd a lec­ 
ture to his py.rinhiouera at Cannon Fulls 
in which he ga\e his impressions of the 
old country. 
As regards the industrial 
conditions oi Sweden he expressed him ­ 
self substantially as follows; 
“ As for the financial aud economical 
side of Sweden it is now far better than 
when I lived there from twelve to 
twenty years ago. In those dajs we had 
fiee trade and everything the farmer 
had to sell was cheap and labor was 
cheap. 
But now un ler the laws of a 
protective tariff the farmers get aboi t 
three or four times as much for their 
produce that they have to sell, and can 
well afford to pay higher wages for 
labor that they have to hire. 
Frew 
trade is like opening a man’s veins and 
letting his blood out. 
Wages at present are for a man 
servant fro’ 
175 to 200 crowns per year, 
but during 
« free trade period it was 
only from £ to 100 crowns per year. As 
I before said, everybody at

A R a r e O ld Bell N o w O w n e d b y a 
N e w J e r s e y C o lo r e d C h u r c h . 
The congregation of the 
African 
M ethodist episcopal church a t Haley - 
ville, N. «T., has a rare relic in the 
shape of a large bell, which is said by 
those who have traced its history to 
be the oldest bell in the western hem­ 
isphere. The bell was procured by 
C aptain Elias Newel on one of the B a­ 
h a m a islands and presented by him 
to the church. 
It is one of the bells, 
as stated, which Ferdinand an d Isa­ 
bella placed upon the A lham bra in 
1492, and in I 502 was presented by 
Queen Isabella to Christopher Colum­ 
bus upon bis departure on his fourth 
and last voyage to America. 
It was 
placed in the chapel which was the be­ 
ginning of the great cathedral of Car- 
thagena in New G ranada. In 1697, 
upon the siege of Carthagena, it fell to 
the ehare of the French ship L a Roch­ 
elle. Afterward this ship was wrecked 
upon the island of San Andreas, one 
of the B aham as. A few qf the crew 
were saved, together with tl>e bell. 
F ro m the descendants of the survi­ 
vors the bell and its history were ob­ 
tained by Captain Newell, of the bark 
Ezra If. Fisk of Haleyville. There is 
a debt of $190 resting upon the 
church a t Haleyville, and so highly do 
the people value the relic—th e Colum­ 
bus bell—th a t they will n o t place it 
in the church lest the la tte r m ay be 
sold for debt and they lose the bell, 
but it is securely kept a t the residence 
of Trustee Alfred Green. I t will be 
400 years old next year, and, the 
Brooklyn Eagle says, it is proposed 
th a t it shall be exhibited a t the Col­ 
umbian exposition.

Then they would 
hold out to them in glowing colors the 
money and fine clothes to lie bad, the 
lives of leisure to be led, if they would go 
to Constantinople, whore rich men were 
aw aiting to m arry them. 
H ow many of 
the girls fell into the trap will probably 
never In* known, but it is certain that 
tho num ber is large, for since the work­ 
ings of the gang have become known 
sixty of the victims have hcen released 
from various harem s in C m stantinople 
through the efforts of the A ustrian em ­ 
bassy there. 
In some cases w here the 
girls w ile particularly attractiv e and re­ 
fused to listen to the proposals made to 
them, the gang did not hesitate to forc­ 
ibly abduct them. Then they would In*

’erself to blime,” because he, ’Enery

You might 
hear somebody, not Mr. Albert Chev­ 
alier, sing one of Mr. Chevalier’s best 
songs, and wonder w hat people found 
to m ake such a fuss about in it, bu t I 
tlefy any person (the sort of person 
who properly loves his Dickens, or 
even his Thackery) not to godown be­ 
fore Mr. Chevalier when he einjs his 
own songs. You feel impressed with 
the idea th a t a costerm onger’s is a

One of these, 
known familiarly as Comrade Chase, 
who served in a Maine b a ttery d u r­ 
ing the war, carries the scars of forty- 
eight wounds received in a single b a t­ 
tle, t h a t of Gettysburg. 
His num er­ 
ous wounds resulted from the explo­ 
sion of a spherical case immediately 
in front of him a t th a t m em orable 
battle. 
Cornoral 
Jo hn 
Burns, 
of 
Ohio, receives a pension for a peculiar 
wound which is described in the pen­ 
sion bureau as “shot in the hip with a 
barrel of sugar.” 
Burns, says the 
W ashington Post, was on guard d u ty 
a t a sharp railroad curve in Virginia 
during the la tte r p a r t of the war, and 
was struck in the hip and disabled by 
a barrel of sugar which was throw n 
suddenly from the rickety car by the 
m om entum a t the tu rn in the road. 
A nother veteran who is present is re­ 
corded in tlie bureau as having stot>- 
ped a cannon ball with his abdomen. 
He was sitting in a te n t near head­ 
qu arters when a spent cannon ball 
came bounding along and struck him 
in the stom ach with sufficient force to 
knock him hors de com bat, but not 
to kill him. 
Still a no ther queer case is th a t of a 
Pennsylvania veteran. 
He was ren­ 
dered totally deaf by a cannon bail 
which whizzed by his bead in uncom­ 
fortably close proxim ity a t the b attle 
of Malvern Hill. 
In describing tho 
sensation afterw ard ho said it felt for 
an in stan t as if fifty cyclones had bu rst 
loose abo u t his head. The concussion 
also paralyzed him for several min­ 
utes. There is an other pensioner who 
receives a m onthly allowance from 
Uncle S am ’s till for a “horse bite of the 
neck.” 
He was a cavalrym an, and 
claims to have been bitten by a vici­ 
ous anim al whileserving with Sheridan 
in Irs valley ride.

Ho could not see the light on the 
peak, which was hidden by interven­ 
ing clouds, but only the beam of light 
passing a t a height of eighty miles 
above his head. 
This fact seems more surprising 
when we reflect upon the excessive 
rarity of the atmosphere a t such an 
elevation, for of coursathe beam of 
light would not be visible if it did not 
illuminate the air through which it 
passes just as a ray of sunlight, en­ 
tering through a knot-hole, makes a 
luminous beam in the dusty air of a 
barn. 
It is evident at a glance th a t these 
experiments have a most im portant 
1 earing upon the art and practice of 
signal beams of light thrown high and 
far in the air may yet prove of im­ 
mense use for military and other pur­ 
poses on land, and in the guidance of 
vessels surrounded by perils a t the 
sou.

stops the explorers for gafcv and an­ 
other party will follow them yet, not 
longing^for materials or new drugs, 
but for great estates. Australia was 
not explored for exploration sake, 
but to find lands fit to support great 
herds, and so will Africa be, and the 
eastern archipelago. The competition

The career of C. C. Wolcott, tho man 
responsible for issuing the “Gigantic 
Conspiracy” pamphlet, is one of the 
most 
remarkable 
th a t 
haa been 
brought to the notice of the American 
public. A careful and 
painstaking 
search into his past record demon­ 
strates th a t lie is one of the most 
dangerous men inthecountry. Avarice 
seems to be the ruling passion of the 
man and his entire career is an exempli­ 
fication of the dangers into which the 
inordinate passion for the accumula­ 
tion of money will lead a man. 
The early years of his life were spent 
in the state of Michigan, where he had 
several business ventures, keeping a 
hotel, running a hardware store, and 
agricultural implement depot, etc., in 
all of which he appears to have “fail­ 
ed.” 
WOLCOTT AND FRANK HOWARD. 
One notable incident in his career is 
told by Frank 
Howard, formerly 
manager of the Ann Arbor Agricultur­ 
al Works. Wolcott was residing and 
doing business, after his particular 
fashion, a t Jackson, Michigan, and 
having a large quantity of money 
m his posession, thought it a good 
time to fail in business and turn over 
what trash he had no further 
use 
for to his creditors. The concern 
closed its doors. 
Howard 
soon 
heard 
of 
the 
failure 
and proceeded 
to 
Jack­ 
son 
to 
learn 
what 
he could 
save 
out 
of 
the 
wreck. 
The 
claim held by the Ann Arl/or Agricul­ 
tural works was between four and five 
thousand dollars. 
W olcott was a t 
the hotel but sent word from his 
room th a t be was sick and could not 
be seen. 
Howard went up to his 
room and knocked at bis door. There 
was no answer. Then Howard called 
out, “ Wolcott, you may as well save 
expense by opening this door, 
if 
you don’t I will kick it off the hinges!” 
The door was opened and there stood 
Mr. Wolcott, smiling and smoking a 
good cigar. 
“ I want our account settled in full!” 
said Howard. 
“ You will have to wai<, Mr. How­ 
ard, and take your chance with the 
rest of our creditors,” said Wolcott. 
Howard step[>ed inside, dosed the 
door and locked it, putting the key in 
his pocket. He then notified his cus­ 
tomer th a t he would never leave the 
room till he had his money. Wolcott 
pleaded with him and assured him 
th a t he did not have a dollar. 
Howard was firm. He told him 
th at he would about as soon be sent 
to jail for assault as to lose th at 
amount of money. He was alone with 
him, andit washtsdeliberateintention 
to break every bone in bis body—one 
at a tim e—unless bis money was forth 
coming. Wolcott opened his trunk 
and paid the claim in full in money, 
and Howard went on his way rejoic­ 
ing. 
Some of W olcott’s Jackson credi­ 
tors who did not fare as well as Frank 
Howard will read here for the first 
time how the Ann Arbor man collect­ 
ed his claim against the bankrupt out- 
fir. 
Tracing the early care'r of this 
man, incidents of the above general 
character 
multiply. 
Wherever his 
business career touches there follows 
disaster, lawsuits, litigation,quarrels, 
poverty and ruin for his victims and 
associates. 
After several failures in Michigan, 
about the year 1880 or ’81 he deter­ 
mined to change the scene of his oper­ 
ations, arid removed to North Dako­ 
ta —the field of his operations being 
from Grand Forks, West to Devil# 
Lake. 
Here, with a capital of from 
$6,000 
to 
$8,000, 
he 
opened 
a 
private 
bank, 
which 
was 
som time afterward merged into the 
First National Bank 
of Larimore. 
Here he commenced 
financial career 
which for 
utter heartlessness and 
recklessness has never yr-t been equal­ 
led in the history of even the wild and 
woolly 
financiering of tho N orth­ 
western frontier. 
Wolcott had no regular method of 
fleecing the customers of his hanking 
institution. All inodes were alike tq 
him provided only that they were of 
a character to transfer the hard- 
earned dollars of the pioneer settlers 
to his capacious pockets. One of his 
favorite Schemes was to loan a 
few 
hundreds of dollars to an ignorant 
customer, on a verbal agreement for 
one year, draw the note payable in 
three months, and when th a t brief 
period had expired to compel the 
victim tq add one, two, or three 
hundred dollars to the original sum, 
apd take a qiortgage for the entire 
sum on all the worldly possessions of 
his victim. Let one of his victims tell 
this story in his own language: 
WOLCOTT 
AND 
HANRAHAN. 
Thomas H anrahan is an Irishman 
by birth, and an early settler in the 
western portion of 
Grand Forks 
county. He has the confidence, res­ 
pect and esteem of every one who 
knows him in the vicinity of his home, 
and the common voice of his fellow 
citizens proclaims him an honest man. 
Merchants and 
business men 
in 
Larimore stated to the writer that 
they would willingly trust him on his 
bare word, albeit he is comparatively 
poor. 
Mr. H anrahan failed to have 
the advantages of an early education, 
but is a man of strong good sense, 
and being genuinely honest himself, is 
not suspicious of others. 
Spmetjme about 1892 he borrowed 
the sum of $400 from C. C. Wolcott, 
tjie latter agreeing to let him have it 
for 
12 
per 
cent 
per 
annum. 
Mr. H anrahan’s story of the tra n ­ 
saction as taken front his own lips, is 
g,s follows: 
“ I paid Wolcott a premium besides 
the interest when the loan was first 
fnade, and I have just forgotten how 
pnich th a t wag. The loan was for 
four hundred dollars, and was to be 
paid after I hdd taken the harvest off 
my claim next year. The season was 
a good one and my grain promised a 
first rate yield until sometime alone 
in Juue or July, 
the 
terrible hail 
storm came along 
pounded 
liie last 
spear 
qf 
wheat 
and 
oats into the 
ground. 
Of course 
there was no such thii g as stayingthe 
note when it came due. If I could 
keep bread in the mouth of the wife 
and children I would be mighty lucky. 
I went to ISJr. WqJcott an’fi told lfim 
the story. He first said he must have 
his money, bpt afterward told me to 
come to the bank and he would take 
a new note to be paid after tfie next 
harvest. When I went to the hank lie 
was very kind, asked me how we were 
getting along, and whether I would he 
able to get through tho winter all 
ri.ht. Wo had saved a few potatoes 
and 
some 
garfien 
stuff, 
and 
I 
was 
working 
for 
some of 
the 
neighbors, who were very ku;d, and I 
told him th a t we would get along 
through the winter some how, if God 
willed it. Then he said to me “Thomas, 
you hod better take sonje move mon­ 
ey. Here is twenty-five fiollars, and 
we will add this to the note to be paid 
after the next harvest.” I was glad 
enough to get the money and thanked 
him, and then signed the note and 
mortgage on all the stock, the m a­ 
chinery and the land. 
“The next year I was prospered. 
The crop was good and I sayed it all. 
I had the money for my wheat and 
went to the hank to pay the note. I 
could not read, hut I knew th a t I 
had 
only 
got 
from 
him 
four hundred and twenty-five dollars, 
then the interest for the year would 
he under fifty dollars,that would be 
less than four hundred and seventy- 
five dollars. Then the interest on all 
th a t would be less than sixty dollars, 
80 I expected to have to pay some­ 
where about five hundred and thirty- 
five dollars or a little less, maybe, I 
thought Mr. Wolcott an honest man. 
But I found out different afterwards. 
“Do you know when he took down 


thahotiand figured up the Interest 
he told me there 
wa# due upon It 
eight hundred and forty dollars. I 
could not see how th at would be and 
I told him so. Then he showed me 
the note, and claimed th a t it was for 
seven 
hundred 
and fifty 
dollars 
though my 
wife as well as myself 
would swear th a t We never had of him 
more than the four 
hundred and 
twenty dollars. But I talked with 
my wife, and we wanted no lawsuit on 
our hands, and Wolcott threaten* d 
to take the stock and the machinery 
and the plows and all; and so I paid it 
and got rid of it though it took nearly 
every cent we had got from the crop; 
and then there was 
another long 
winter of hard work and poor living 
for tiie wife and children.” 
Mr. H anrahan’# story was pathetic 
in its perfect simplicity. Here was a 
picture 
of 
every 
day 
life 
out 
on the 
bleak prairies 
of 
North 
D akota 
It must have been a bad 
heart th at did not throb in sympathy 
with this sun burned, hard-handed 
toiler. As he told the story half a 
dozen children ranging in age from six­ 
teen down to infancy stood grouped 
listening to him. 
The little shanty 
th a t he called his home slunk meanly 
by tho road, like a beggar ashamed to 
be seen under the soft rays of the Oc­ 
tober sunshine. 
F ar away toward 
the distant horizo-n on every side 
stretched the magnificent and fertile 
prairie of the Red River Valley. Tne 
o irth fairly groaned 
beneath 
the 
wealth of the splendid harvest just 
being garnered. Then he brightened 
up a little as he told the conclusion 
of his story, and drew’ the moral which 
his t xperienee had 
taught 
him 
was t he true one. 
“But I got some of it back. Three 
y’ears afterward I was down to Grand 
Forks on some business, and I told a 
fiiend how Wolcott had use I mo. He 
took me to a lawyer who commenced 
suit against him. At first Wolcott 
talked large, threatened 
what lie 
would do to me; but when he found 
th a t did no good lie sent a man to me 
to settle. 
lie offered me eighty dol­ 
lars. The lawyer told me to do as I 
liked about settling, but th a t lie would 
get back for me over three hundred 
dollars if I would fight it through. 
Well, as I needed money just then, 
the wife thought we had best take 
the eighty dollars and quit the rascal, 
and e o I did. 
“ I tell you, sir, it is the money loan­ 
ers th a t are eating out the life of t e 
country, what with the hail, and the 
drouth, and the hot winds God knows 
we have a hard time. 
But money 
lenders and the sharks like Wolcott— 
they are the worst calamity th a t the 
poor farmer has to stand up against.”

not had the good fortune to have 
some kindly neighbors of larger intel­ 
ligence read to him a copy of the 8t.
